Survivor of Ramat Magshimim attack: | ae 
Terrorist bullets ended friendship ἐπ 
of boys from different backgrounds :

The burst of gunfire that killed 
the three yeshiva students also 
severed the hond of friendship that 
had tied together two boys from 
different backgrounds. 

One was Michael Nadler, who 
came to Jerusalem with his family 
from ἃ  villa-lined boulevard in 
Miam! Beach. The other is Shalom 
Moha, who lives with his family in 
a dull, grey shikun on the edge of 
the Capital's Sanhedria quarter. 

In an interview with The Jerusa- 
lem Post last night, Shalom said, 
“With Michael gone, my life has 
lost its meaning... I... I... don't 
know how to put it into words. To 
say we were like brothers would be 
understating it. We were tied to 
each other by something stronger 
than blood...” 

Still shaken by the tragedy and 
weerlpg & heavy gauze bandage 
under his small crimson fippa, 
Shalom spoke in low tones of his 
love for Michael and of the agony 
of seeing him gunned down at close 
range by the Arab terrorists who 
came to butcher the settlers and 
seminarians at Ramat Magshimim. 

“Michael and I got to know each 
other about five years ago, when 
we were in the same seventh-grade 
class at Yeshivat Netiv Meir. But 
we weren't really close at the time,, 
though he lived in Ramat Eshkol, 


which is right next to Sanhedria.. 


I recall him telling us then that 
he was his family emigrat- 
ing to Israel, but once he saw Je 
Tusalem he had changed his mind 
and would never think of living 
anywhere else but in Israel.” 

(About a year ago, Michael's 
family moved from Jerusalem to 
Rehovot, to make it easier for 
his father, a professor of soctology 
at Bar-Dan University, to get to 
work.)

“Jews left behind property which 
was worth four or five times as 
much as that sbandoned by Arabs 
in Israel. We also want compensa- 
tion for the families of Jews who 
were hanged and jailed in eight 


Arab countries.” 

But Ben-Porat stressed that, since 
living conditions were tolerable for 
Jews in Tunisiz, Morocco and Al- 
geria, WOJAC's activities would be

Herve Bazin, head of the 
Goncourt pane! of judges, said 
after his announcement, “The 
academy votes for a book, not 
an author. The Goncourt is like 
birth or death — it can nelther 
be accepted nor refused.”

New USS. anti-boycott 
move said not enough 


WASHINGTON. — President 
Ford on Thursday announced 
wide-ranging regulations to end 
foreign boycotts against Ameri- 
cans because of race, colour, re- 


ligion, national or sex. 
action appeared directed at 
alleged discrimination by Arab 


countries against firms employing 
Jews, and the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith termed the 
Measures a “welcome affirmative 
step.” But added that the programme 
failed to come to grips with the full 
scope of the Arab boycott opera- 
tlons In the U.S. against IsraeL The 
American Jewish Congress com- 
mented that the new regulations 
aid not deal with “the heart of the 
matter,” 

The reguiations, effective from 
December 1, bar the U.S. Govern- 
ment from assigning personnel 
overseas on the baals of discri- 
minatory foreign rules. 

They also prohibit the acceptance 
by Americans of any contract 
awarded by a foreign government 
or enterprise on the basis of such 
discrimination. 

Another regulation bars Ameri- 
can exporters and related firms 
such es banks, insurers and ship- 
ping companies, from answering or 
complying in any way with boy- 
cott requests that would lead to 
discrimination against U.S. citizens 
or firms. 


Countries deemed to be using 
boycott practices were not named 


in an executive order issued by 
President Ford. 

But deputy White House counsel 
Edward Schmults said it was ob- 
vious that most of the concerns 
felt by the administration stemmed 
from boycotts put into effect by 
Arab countries. 

Schmults said that the regula- 
tions would not affect American 
firms complying with the Arab boy- 
cott against Israel. 

The regulations set criminal 
penalties for violation, ard firms 
ignoring them could be denied ex- 
port privileges, Schmuits said. 

One of the practices condemned 
by the Ford Administration is the 
refusal of Saudi Arabia to issue 
visas for American Jewish service- 
Men or government employees to 
enter the country. 

According to Seymour Graubard, 
ADL chairman, the new programme 
“does nothing to halt a glaring 
violation of U.S. policy still being 
practised — the actual participation 
of the Department of Commerce 
in activities which aid and abet 
the: Arab boycott in this country.” 
Be specifically cited the distribu- 
tion by the department of Arab 
business opportunities containing 
anti-Israel boycott provisions. 

The ADL sued the Department 
cf Commerce on September 10 to 
halt its distribution of such boy- 
cott-related Arab business oppor- 
tunities and its suit is still pending.

A 
Modern wave of sightings began in 
1934 shortly after a new road was 
built along the northern shore of 
Loch Ness, in Inverness County 
in the Scottish Highlands, The news- 
paper said that photographs taken 
by Rines, a patent attorney and 
dean of the Franklin Pierce Law 
centre, and his research team would 
be released on December 10. 

Dr. George Zug, a zoologist work- 
ing at the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, tolt the newspaper 
that he had seen the pictures and 
found them “exciting.” “This Is 
additional proof there is a popula- 
tion of living animals in Loch Ness, 
things that have been called Loch 
Ness monsters.” 

Dr. John Prescott, executive di- 
recter of the New England Aqua- 
rium, sald Rines had told him the 
monster's body was about four 
metres long and its head and neck 
nearly three metres.

THE HIGH COURT of Justice 
discharged an order zisi calling upon 
the Ministry of Transport to show 
cause why they should not grant the 
petitioners a licence to operate an 
inter-urban tax] service (“‘sherut’’). 

The petitioners, who are all 
residents of the village of Jaljulia and 
owners of taxi-cabs, applied several 
times to the Ministry of Transport for 
permits to ply a ‘‘sherut" service 
between their village and the towns 
of Petah Tikva and Kfar Saba, to no 
avail. They thereupon petitioned the 
High Court of Justice, submitting 
that the Ministry's refusal to allow a 
taxi service from the villages and 
gettlements In the neighbourhood of 
Petah Tikva and Kfar Seba to these 
towns was causing a great deal of 
hardship to the villagers. 

The Ministry had refused the 
Petitioners’ applications on the 
grounds, first, that it was their policy 
not to give permits to operate a 
“sherut" taxi service where there 
was an adequate bus service and, 
secondly, that there was no possibili- 
ty, in the crowded traffic conditions 
in the centre of Petah Tikva to 
provide the petitioners with a 
suitable central place for a taxi sta- 
tion and there was no point in 
providing them with a taxi station on 
the outskirts of the town. 

The petitioners were granted an 
order nisi. On the return day Mr. R. 
Sharon appeared for the petitioner's, 
Mr. Adie) for the Ministry and Mr. A. 
Behr for the Petah Tikva Municipa) 
Council. 

DECISION 

Justice Berinson, who delivered 
the decision of the High Court of 
Justice, noted that the Petah Tikva 
Municipality had argued that they 
did not have sufficient space In the 
town to provide their own taxi- 
owners with suitable stations, let 
alone taxi-owners from other areas 
and that, in any case, until such time 
as the petitioners received a licence 
to operate an inter-urban “‘sherut’’ 
from the Ministry of Transport, they 
could not assign them a taxi station 
within the confines of the town.

the petitioners were caught in a 
vicious circle. But before he cotld 
consider the merits of the petitioners’ 
complaints, be continued, he would 
first have to consider a very serious 
obstacle blocking their access to the 
High Court of Justice: that is the fact 
that they, upon their own admission, 
have for years been operating an 
unlicensed and unlawful inter-urban 
tacd service between their village and 
Petah Tikva and the other towns in 
the neighbourhood. It is true, he 
conceded, that the competent 
authorities had taken no active steps- 
to prevent this blatant contravention 
of the law, which was to be greatly 
regretted. But nevertheless, in the 
circumstances, the petitioners were 
not entitled to come to the High Court 
and ask for redress, as that court 
‘would not lend {ts assistance to per- 
song who had admittedly taken the 
law into their own hands, In other 
words, held Justice Berinson, the 
High Court would not extend relief to 
anyone who came before them 
without clean hands. 

It was for this reason, therefore, he 
held, and only this reason that he 
thought the order zisi should be 
discharged. For on the merits of the 
case there was much to be said for 
the justice of the petitioners’ 
complaints that the bus service 
provided by Egged was not adequate 
for the needs of the villagers, many of 
whom worked in Petah Tikva late 
into the night, while the buses ceased 
running at 7.30 p.m. Furthermore, 
there could be no better testimony to 
the inadequacies of the bus service 
than the fact thet hundreds of the 
inhabitants of the petitioners’ village, 
and other villages in the 
neighbourhood, used their unlawful 
interurban taxi service and even paid 
for transport in private vehicles, con- 
trary to the Jaw. It would be well, 
therefore, he concluded, for the 
respondents to review their attitude 
to the petitioners’ applications or find 
some other adequate solution to the 
problem of the villagers’ transport 
problems.

“SQUASH” ἰς a fast-moving ball- 
and-racket game for two played in 
a high-walled covered court. The 
rules were formalized in Britain 
about 60 years ago and the game 
was adopted chiefly by exclusive 
public schools and universities. The 
Royal Air Force introduced the game 
to its pilots because it provided a 
great deal of exercise in a short 
period of time. Squash, like trade, 
followed the flag and eventually, 
wherever there were British officials 
and settlers (Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, Rhodesia, India, 
Pakistan, Egypt), there were also 
squash courts. 

Mandatory Palestine was no ex- 
ception. The British built courts at 
the Haifa Oi] Refineries, at their Air 
Force bases, at the Jervsalem sports 
club. 

After the establishment of the 
State the game lay dormant until 
the arrival of olim from squash- 
playing countries. Today, squash is 
fast becoming a recognized competi- 
tive sport here — so much so that 

if another four countries agree to 
..send teams, squash will be played 
in the 1977 Maccabia. 

Dan Klinkovitsky, a 30-year-old 
peel economist, has done most τ 

groundwork necessary to pi 
squash on the Israeli sports map. 
Now assured that his game will have 
8 place in the Maccablia competitions 
(his correspondence indicates that 
more than four countries are eager 
to play), Dan is currently trying to

SUICIDE PREVENTION 


Το the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — Following the recent 
Congress on Suicide Prevention held 
in Jerusalem, Mr. Nolan of England 
(November 11) takes Justice Haim 
Cohn to task for suggesting that King 
Saul's suicide was condoned in 


Judaism. 

Although I cannot presume to in- 
terpret the intention behind Justice 
Cohn’s comments, it seems likely 
that they were based on the Code of 
Jewish Law (Chepter 201:3), which 
States that a person committing 
suicide through madness or fear of 


. torture (as was the case with King 


Saul), be treated as though he died a 
natural death. From this it would 
appear that Judaism, while so highly 
rating the sanctity of human life that

Growing old | ungracefully 


TOWNS,, like men, should age 
gracefully. Let them stop referr- 
ing to the Good Old Times and 
the Beautiful Life of the Past. 
The palaces of Little Tel Aviv 
were graceful only in com- 
parison with the congested look 
of Neve Shalom. In fact, the 
more ambitious in Tel Aviv 
copied, within the limitations of 
available materials, the 19th 
century country houses of 
Civilized Europe. As most 
houses were built on a shoe- 
string budget, the architect 
seldom had a chance to spend an 
extra piastre on their 
appearance. So, how many 
architecturall¥-remarkable build- 

remain standing from 
the hale¥on days? And in what 
condition are they? 

Yes... But, one hears the argu- 
ment, it is not the architectural 
value which is at stake. It is the 
sentimental attachment to 
vanishing values. You walk in an 
old street, among houses and 
gardens that recall life as it used 
to be and delight in sad thoughts 
about the pressures of modern 
city life and its noise. Therefore, 
old quarters should be preserved 
untouched to be living museums. 

If this is so, the only area 
which still qualifies for preser- 
vation is Neve Zedek, near the 
Shalom Tower — the district 
which is doomed for destruction 
in the existing plans. Only in 
Neve Zedek has life not changed 
much over the years. The houses 
are mostly those built at the 
beginning of the century. The 
residents, by and large, follow 
the traditions set by the first in- 
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evaluations 
recommendations. But however
